Going into Committee. 

Tho Logislati?o Council gooa into 
Committee of tho Whole to-morrow, 
upon the Confederation Kosolutinni. 
Now that tho throe or loar mombers 
yrho appear to have conceived it to bo 
a sort of penal duty to offor opposition 
to the measuro in its initial stages have 
graoelully and, wo tbtuk, wisely given iu 
their adhesion, or, as it is more com* 
monly expressed nowadays, aooeptcd 
the situation, it is fondly hoped that all 
will unite in Committee for tho pur- 
pose of making tho conditions as beno« 
ficial and favorablo to this colony as 
may bo compatible with aoceptabiMy lo 
Canada. It would be as an wise to pro- 
"tS pose terms bo high as to preclude the 
poFsibility of their acceptance at Otta- 
wa bb to propose terms unjustly low. 
After all the harsh things hurled at 
Canada by men whose prejudices live 
npon tboir ignorance of the oouutry 
they affect to despise, all sections of tho 
Houso appear to have, in a remark- 
able degree, been brought to realize 
tout negotiations will.be carried on with 
a Government entitled both to ref-poet 
and confidence. The threo days' do- 
bate has not been without i>s good fruit 
While it, has enabled most of those wlio 
have hitherto boon couscieiuiouhly op- 
posed to Confederation un opportunity 
of aeeiug the error ot ihuir wuys, it bus, 
at the same time, afforded a different 
class of opponents ai opportunity to 
relieve thembel?e« of their vunom, and 
thns establish a better understanding 
and a more hoalihy feeling amongst 
parties. It has, iu fact, oloared the way 
for dealing with the practical part 
of the subject in a moro rational and 
effeotivo manuor than might otherwise 
havo been tho caBe. Now that tho 
talking has been done, and done orod., 
itably and to good purpose, the real 
work has boon roachsd and tho circum- 
•tauoos would appear to bo most pro- 
pitious. The asaurance given by Dr 
Carrall during tho dobate, that there 
was no desire on the part of the Ex- 
ecutive to arrogate tho sole right oi 
proposing conditions — that any amend- 
ments or additions which might be 
propoaod in Committee would receive 
every confederation at the hands of the 
Government, was received with ap- 
plause; and however oxcollont the Ex- 
ecutive terms may be as far as ttiey gu 
wo are still disposed to rega:d them as 
in some degree incomplete. In dealing 
with a Government like that at Ottawa, 
where tho interests of both parties are 
10 thoroughly identical it were hotter 
that some slight omissions should bo 
made rather than that the basis ol 
onion should be trammeled with un- 
reasonable and impraoticublo condi- 
tions which might delay the work for 
•Ten another year. It ahuuld not bo 
forgotten that Canada can afford to wait 
much butter thin wo oan. The delay 
of a year or two would be no loss to 
the Dominion — it might possibiy bo a 
gain. To us it woa'd be a se- 
rious, possibly an irroparablo lose
